REGULATIONS GOVERNING THE SECRECY OF PARTY ACTIVITIES 


(1) Thet an alerm sign21 be installed at every torganization' 
ana thet such signals should be simple and not to be 
easily detected by *enemies’.

(3) That active members refrein from cerrying with him or 
her pieces of paper whilst walking on the streets

(4) That no conversations on political matters be entered 
into on the streets.
